If you build in the AV, we could provide 
enough space for everyone that is homeless now, 
and probably even meet future demand. 

Besides, once the shelters are there, there is no 
constitutional issue with clearing out the 
homeless. The courts have said that the 
city/county can't arrest homeless people when 
there is not enough shelter space, because the 
homeless have no way not to violate the law. 

While some of the political posters on this site 
might not agree with that, most understand the 
reasoning. Once shelter space is available, the 
vagrancy laws can be enforced, as the homeless 
now have an option. You can't force the 
homeless to go to shelters, but you can give 
them the choice: reasonable shelters with 
services to assist them, or jail for violating 
vagrancy laws. They would have freedom in the 
shelters to come and go as they please, just like 
any other apartment/housing project. They could 
catch buses and metrolink into town for work, just 
like other lower middle or lower class dwellers of 
the AV.
